The system of fagging exists at Eton, an 


at nearly ail large public schools, but it is 
practiced now In a much modified form. 


Shortly described, 'it may be said to bo 


the acknowladged right of older boys to 
exact from the younger boys (their fags) 
certain services — menial and otherwise. 
Its origin is obscure. It may have arisen 
as an economy when schools were poor, 
as U most awe expense and labor for the 
younger boys to black boots, make tea and 
boil eggs for tha elder ones. 


But Eton is now exceedingly wealthy, 


its endowments being nearly £21,000 a 
year, and there can be no reason why, be- 
cause a lad is young, he should have to 
wait upon his schoolmate as his servant 
and be exposed to the chance of very great 
tyranny. In the latter end of the last cen- 
tury the fagging at Eton was eo cruel and 
excessive that it is reported that often a 
young fag would be kept np waiting on 
his master till 1 o'clock in the morning, 
and, being from lack of time prevented 
from getting his own lessons for the next 
day, 
would receive a thrashing from tho 
master for the omiaaion. Many instances 
of heartrending bullying and cruelty prac- 
ticed by the big boys on their fage vrcro 
reported, but fagging at Eton bas been 
greatly reformed. — Chanteuquan Herald.

In fact, ealy Indian guides 
amd fcWBtwrs b*v« ever attempted to 
I»nttJ*te tb« greet wlldernos to th« 
north. Nevertheless the r»ilr»td, which 
U known »» ta« Alg«ma Central, is be- 
ing built in the Most thorough manner 
possible, wltt the best equipment avail- 
able, able t« stamd alm**t any strain 
put upan it and capable of good service 
for years to eome. Eighty-five pound 
steel rail* are used, and the locomo- 
tives are ef enonn«us size, weighing 
135 tens wken equipped for traffic. The 
engines are so mtttlve that railway 
companies were afraid of the strain on 
bridges, aa* they were delivered from 
Chicago t» Sault fite. Marie by the lake 
route en steam ferries. 


The mew railway, says the New York 


Times, starts at Sault Ste. Marie. 
.Ground was broken less than five 
months ago, but already 35 miles of 
road are completed and in use, and the 
railway is pushing forward at the rate 
of half a mile a day. It is expected 
that it will require three years to com- 
plete the road. 


The millions of capital involved come 


mostly from the United States, but the 
builders hare made careful computa- 
tions as to traffic and are confident that 
the road will realize all that is prom- 
ised as an investment. It had its ori- 
gin in the necessity of bringing sup- 
plies of pulp wood from the far north 
to the Sault mills, but it opens up as 
well a region that is fabuiously rich in 
minerals and timber. 
The mineral 


wealth is said to be practically inex- 
haustible, consisting of mountains of 
Iron; copper and other valuable ores. 
Among other discoveries is that of a 
solid bed of gypsum eight miles in 
length. 


In timber the supplies are equally 


valuable. For hundreds of miles, it is 
claimed, the railway will run through 
dense forests of big trees, including 
birch, maple, hard elm, tamarack, 
epruce, balsam, poplar and white pine. 
Curly birch, which can now be bought 
along the railway for 40 cents a cord, 
commands $40 per 1.000 feet hi the 
United States. Elm wood, that can be 
cut at 10 cents a cord, sells for $25 per 
1,000 feet at Minneapolis and other 
points In tee northwest that are within 
easy shipping distance. 


The Ontario government Is greatly 


Interested ia the opening up of this 
rich territory and has aided in the con- 
struction of the railway by a big grant 
of land. At the end of the first IS 
miles the railway commenced to haul 
beavy comsignrnents of timber, and 
traffic Is following closely upon con- 
struction. 


It la announced that particular at- 


tention will be given to transit traffic, 
and at every stepping place a first class 
hotel will be built by the railway. At 
Hudson bay it is proposed to establish 
a modern seaside hoteL Game Is plen- 
tiful, and scores of lakes and rivers 
that are teeming with fish will be 
reached by the railway. The acenery, 
bracing climate, bunting and fishing 
are expected to attract thousands of 
tourists. The railway also Intends to 
handle Hudson bay nsh prrducts on a 
large scale. 


If the plans of the officials are all 


carried out. the new railway to the 
north, reaching as it does to the very 
elopes of the Arctic ocean, will be one 
of the most daring and picturesque at- 
tempts to subjugate a wilderness 
known to railway annals.

KiSTKICT ATTORNEY GAKONEK'S 


OPINION 


District Attorney Gardner, among 


others, has discovcied in the Sunday 
Boston Globe the wisdom of abolishing 
the death penalty. He concludes: 


"On the whole it would seem that 


the time hag come when in view of the 
advanced theories now generally ac- 
cepted, regarding the kind and degree 
of punishment which in minor offences 
insure the most satisfactory results, 
and in recognition of the more refined 
and humane sentiments which now so 
•widely prevail, the death penalty can 
•with great reason and propriety be 
abolished. This done its restoration 
under any circumstances likely to exist 
can scarcely be regarded 'as within the 
range of possibility." 


No doubt the majority of prosecuting 


Officers are of this opinion. Attorney- 
General Knowlton holds it. 
Whether 


consciously or unconsciously most pros 
ecuting officers are influenced by the 
fact that it is very difficult and grow- 
ing more so to convict the prisoner ac- 
cused of a capital crime, and because 
of this they come to the conclusion 
that there is a strong public sentiment 
against capital punishment. If counse* 
for the defense were less ingenious in 
Inventing means to raise the doubt in 
the minds of jurymen we should hear 
far less- about the abolition of capital 
punishment. It is safe to say that 
there is not a murder trial In which the 
jury and the public are permitted to 
view the crime in the light of naked 
truth, that all possible screens are 
put up to save the neck of the offender 
Thus arises whatever 
public doubt 


there ia as to the wisdom of inflicting 
the death penalty, because the innocent 
may suffer. 


We need fair trials more than any- 


thing else. 


ANOTHER GREAT CO At STRIKE 


PROBABLE 


There are prot>ably things In store 


lor us that would be more surprising 
than another great coal strike in th3 
anthracite region in Pennsylvania. The 
great strike of last year, terminating 
at the first of November, is yet very 
distinct in memory, the eastern states 
having hardly yet recovered, from some 
of its evil effects. That strike was a 
decided victory for the miners, a 10 
per cent increase in wages and other 
important 
concessions having 
been 


gained. By the terms of the settlement 
the new regime is to end April 1 and 
against that ending and in preparation 
lor a new regime the United mine 
•workers had arranged a conference 
with the coal operators for tomorrow. 
But a new face was put upon, things 
Saturday when every coal company in 
the anthracite region posted the fol- 
lowing notice: 


"The 10 per cent advance In wages 


Mid other concessions made by this 
company on November 1, 1900, as per 
notices posted, •will be continued until 
April 1, 1902. Local differences will be 
«.dju»ted with our 
apective collieries." 


The miners look upon this notice as 


the ultimatum from the companies, 
and read between the lines that the 
oporaiors decline to hold a conference 
with the mine workers and ar'i deter-

SAVING SOULS BY MAIL. 


Woaiim t"«e« Postal Service For 


Preackiasr "Skort Sermons." 


It is not a new thing to "learn" a 


trade or a profession by mall, but the 
art of "saving souls" by mail can truly 
be claimed as an original Bostonian 
Idea. For some months many of the 
village postmasters in Massachusetts 
have rtra across postal cards and let- 
ters bearing In most cases not names, 
bnt indefinitely addressed "To Any 
One," "To You," or "This Is For You," 
and the name of the state and town fol- 
lowing. The messages were signed "L. 
S. Clark" and consisted of "short ser- 
mons." A paragraph from one of those 
sermons is as follows: 


"Here is the truth. The doom of the 


world is a sin, and the glory of satan 
is the triumph over good or evil. But 
mankind is between two fires, the holy 
fire of God that purifies and is the 
breath of angels and the fire of satan 
that consumes, the flames of which fill 
the hollow of hell with the groans of 
the damned." 


The author of these soul saving de- 


vices is Miss Lucy S. Clark, a middle 
aged woman of Somervllle. She says 
that she writes the postals and letters 
because God has ordained her for it 
and that she has started to break down 
satan's "kingdom on earth." 


"The millennium is here," she says, 


"and we must guard It with righteous- 
ness."

AN OMINOUS PROPHECY. 


Vcrdl'a Death Recall* to the Pope a 


Witch's Strange Prediction. 


There is a nine days' wonder In Rome 


over a story from Perngia. At the 
time of the occupation of Unibria by 
the Italian troops* Leo XIII was arch- 
bishop of Perugia. Verdi's name was 
In every mouth as a watchword for the 
Liberals, as the anticlericals were call- 
ed. The name of Verdi appeared ev- 
erywhere on buildings and boards of 
alT kinds. The archbishop of Perugia 
determined that his diocese should be 
free of this obnoxious name, so meas- 
ures of repression were taken. One 
day an old woman who was looked 
upon as witch screamed as she passed 
up the streets: "Beware, monsignore! 
You want to suppress Verdi, but re- 
member your life depends on his. You 
will die just 30 days later than be and 
trill be forgotten when his name still 
lives." 


This created a great local sensation, 


as the woman was reputed to have 
made predictions which had been veri- 
fied. 
The pope himself has recalled 


this incident, saying tranquilly: 


"Who knows? My predecessor died 


Just a month before Victor Emmanuel 
II. Who knows that my destiny may 
not be to accompany Verdi ?'s 


Oar Oldeit City. 


Arizona now claims the oldest set- 


tlement In the United States and is 
tolling St. Augustine and Santa Fe 
that they are at least a half of a cen- 
tury behind her little town of Tucson, 
the county seat of Pi ma county, where 
there are about 6,000 inhabitants on 
the identical spot settled by Spaniards 
in the middle of the sixteenth century. 
This claim is based on recently .discov- 
ered documents in the old mission of 
San Xavier, dated 1552, which tell of 
a settlement being authorized by the 
church, and other parchments which 
place the founding of Tucson in 1555. 
These latter documents, attached to the 
first, were written by Marcos de Niza, 
who made quite extensive explorations 
through what is known as New Mexico 
and Arizona as early .as 1539. 


Built Almltlr-. 


An interesting sight at the yards of 


Dcnuy Bros., Scotland, shipbuilders, is 
a flying machine which the Dennys 
are confident will be very successful. 
It looks much like Zeppelin's airship 
and was designed by a Spanish youth 
mainly as au engine of war.

Lewis J. McKenna, a clerfr in t&a 


actuarial department of the New Yorlc 
(Life Insurance company, is la St. 
Luke's hospital recovering from an op- 
eration, one of the rarest known to 
modern science, performed on him oa 
Feb. 25 by a number of eminent sur- 
geons. 


The operation, saya the New York 


Times, is known as gastro enterosto- 
my and, stripped of technicalities, con- 
sists of removing the patient's stomach, 
cutting away the pyloris and several 
malignant growths in its vicinity and 
restoring the stomach to its former 
place In Mr. McKenna's internal econ- 
omy, 
where it is expected it will in 


time be In condition to perform its nor- 
mal functions. 


Mr. McKenaa, who is a brother of 


jthe Rev. Father McKenna of Brooklyn, 
complained some months ago of severe- 
pains in bis stomach. He was troubled 


(with insomnia and bed been heavily 
dosed with narcotics to Induce sleep. 
(Altogether his symptoms suggested se- 
,vere Indigestion, and he was seat to 
Liberty, Pa., for a rest and recupera- 
tion. He continued to get worse and) 
iwas brought back for examination. 
| A tube inserted through the esopha- 
'gus Into the stomach, showed a, total 
'disappearance of all acids and a de- 
struction of the pepsin, while all the 
'ferments of the stomach were wanting; 
making digestion impossible. 
Food 


taken into the stomach was taken 
away 17 hours later, and there was 
no evidence of absorption or assimi- 
lation, the food being in practically 
the same condition as when taken 
into the stomach. This condition call- 
ed for an examination of the abdomi- 
nal wall, and the diagnostic finger of 
ithe physician, trained for the purpose, 
'disclosed a tumor as big as a hen's 
egg, a soft, malignant growth, unlike 
the usual growth of its kind, and a 
systematic degeneration of the pan- 
cras. 


The patient was thereupon placed in 


St. Luke's and prepared for the opera- 
tion, the moot perfect and approved 
systems of antiseptics being used. A 
vertical incision about five inches long 
was made in th« abdomen and through 
the growth, the exposed pyloris show- 
ing a tumor- outside of the stomach. 
'An incision was then made in the 
stomach, and fnside wag found a can- 
cerous growth the size of a large or- 
ange,, T»"?th numerous surrounding nod- 
ules. 


The point where the Incision was 


made—at the pyloris—is the exit of the 
stomach Into the intestines, the other 
.opening being the entrance through 
the esophagua., The stomach was then 
cut away from the intestines and the 
organ lifted completely out of its place 
and laid on a cushion of antiseptic 
cloths placed on the patient's chest. 
Then the doctors, acting quickly but 
surely, cutaway the tumor and cut off 
the 
pyloris, the 
other 
malignant 


growths being also thproughly cut 
away. The "stomach was then put 
back in its accustomed place, having 
been joined to tile intestines with silk 
sutures. 


But little blood was apparent through- 


out the whole operation, which lasted 
1 hour and 15 minutes. The patient 
rallied at once, and it was seen that 
the operation was a complete success. 


One part of the operation recalls a 


somewhat similar oae that was per- 
formed, some years ago on Colonel 
Michael C. Murphy, now commissioner 
of police of New York. A tube was in- 
serted in Mr. McKenna's abdomen 
leading into the intestines, and through 
this he will be fed for some time, the 
stomach being given complete rest. 
This tube is closed with what is known 
to surgery as a "Murphy button," so 
called from having been invented to 
salt Mr. Murphy's case at that time. 
In Mr. Murphy's case, however, the 
trouble lay in an obstruction In the 
esophagus, so that no food could be 
taken into the stomach through the 
mouth, but had to be introduced into 
the stomach through the tube, which, 
•when not In use, is closed with the 
button named for him. 


The operation of gastro enterostomy, 


or removal of the pyloris, was first sug- 
gested by Bllroth in 1877. Gussen- 
bauer and V. Winiwater, eminent Ger- 
man surgeons, made experiments along 
these lines with the lower animals, and 
in 1879 P«an removed the pyloris from 
a woman, who lived five days after the 
operation. In 1880 Pydygier repeated 
the operation, and his patient died in a 
lew hours. In 1S80 Blllroth performed 
the first successful operation on a wo- 
man of 43 years. The recovery was 
uninterrupted, and the patient died four 
months later of cancerous peritonitis. 
Since that time there have been a few 
other successful operations, the success 
being largely due to improved antisep- 
tic methods.

Canadian Macbtae Fox- Extracting 


It> Product*. 


There lias recently been invented 


and manufactured in Montreal a ma- 
chine for the purpose of extracting the 
products of sawdust. Tbe following 
Information in connection with tbe iu- 
Tention is furnished by one of the gen- 
tlemen interested: 


Tbe machine is built for tbe distilla- 


tion of sawdust and consists of two or 
more cylinders, arranged one over the 
other, tbe center of each cylinder being 
made to revolve. The whole is then 
incased in an oven and subjected to a 
strong heat, tbe gases generated being 
carried off by three or more pipes to 
separate condensers, making a division 
of the products directly from tbe ina- 
cbine. 


It being necessary to expose tbe saw- 


dust to this heat for a, certain length of 
time, the discharge is so arranged that 
the speed can be changed if the fires 
are not in proper condition. The ca- 
pacity of tbe machine is about 2,000 
pounds of wet sawdust per hour, but by 
first drying the sawdust witb tbe com- 
bustible srases (of wliicb there is suffi- 
cient involved to do the heating) its 
capacity is more tban doubled. Two 
to 4 horsepower is required to wort 
tbe machine. 


In addition to the gases generated, 


j tbe following products have been ob- 


tained from 1,000 pounds of saw- 
dust: Cbar, 160 pounds; acids, 180 
pounds; water, 248 pounds; tar, 1G2 
pounds. No record was kept of the 
gases, but a test was made of them for 
heating and ilhiminatins. They were 
found to b« mpcrinr to oonl rras. ex- 


j cept that they were unpleasantly pun- 


gent. This, however, would not have 
been tha case had the gases undergone 
a purifying proces.=.

GREAT BARRIMTOH'S FIRE 


Second Big Block Destroyed Within a 


Month Sunday Night 


The Mahaiwe block, at the conrer of 


Main and Bridge street* in Great Bar- 
rington, one or the Important business 
buildingsi Of the town, containing the 
Odd Fellows' and Grand Army halls, 
was burned last night. The loss will 
be t'otal, and will amount to over 
$75,000. 


The fire was discovered at about 10 


o'clock, and nearly the whole town 
turned out to watch it. The fire de- 
partment soon discovered that 
the 


building was doomed, and directed its 
entire attention to saving the neigh- 
boring buildings, which were in great 
danger.

The building was erected

Avenue railway company of Now York 
for $40,000. 


This is the second big block in Great 


Barrington to burn within a month, 
and the business interests of the town 
have suffered heavily. All wires were 
down as a result of tbe flret but were 
repaired today,;

The advertised hearing by the Ad- 


ams selectmen on the petition of the 
Berkshire street railway company, the 
"million dollar" company, for a right 
of way in that town, was- held in the 
town hall this afternoon. The Berkshire 
company was represented by C. E. 
Hibbard, R. D. Gillette and A. W. 
Eaton, the first two having been pres>- 
ent at nearly every hearing that has 
been given the company in the county. 


It wasn't much of a hearing, in view 


of the fact that Adams has already 
given a right of way to the Hoosac 
V-alley company, which the Berkshire 
company does not intend to contest. 


The representatives of the Berkshire 


company stated that they did not wish 
to antagonize the local road, and that 
they were anxious to meet it either in 
Cheshire, the Adams-Cheshire 
town 


line, or in Adams, wherever its line 
stopped. They asked that the petition 
be laid on the table, awaiting further 
developments. 


The selectment saw no 'objection to 


this, and Mr. Richmond said he was 
willing. This was therefore done. 


This will enable the matter to be 


left until the street railway situation 
clears up somewhat. 
If 
Cheshire 


grants a right of way to the local road, 
the two will meet in that town, as was 
stated at the time of the hearing in 
Cheshire. 


President C. Q. Richmond of 
the 


Hoosac Valley road was in Adams at 
the hearing, but there was no need for 
him to defend the position of his road. 
The Pittsfield c'ompany was of course 
not represented. 


The Cheshire selectmen have not yet 


set a day for the hearin/ on the peti- 
tion of the Hoosac Valley company, 
but will probably do so soon. 


A new feature of the street railway 


situation is the opposition of the sum- 
mer residents of Williamstown to the 
movement o the part of the permanent 
residents to secure a road from Wil- 
liamstown to Plttsfiald, as reported un- 
der Williamstown news in this issue. 


The Berkshire and Central Berkshire 


companies, which are fighting each 
other south of P&tsfield_. had two lively 
meetings Saturday. A he,aring was giv- 
en in Lee on a petition from the Cen- 
tral Berkshire cojnpany, and Lawyer 
Hibbard, representing the Berkshire 
companty, made the p^oint that the hear 
ing was illegal on the ground that it 
had not been advertised for 14 davs in 
the local paper, as required by law. It 
had been advertised the proper length 
of "time in the Pittsfleld papers, but not 
in the Lee Gleaner.

Will Handicap Water works Department 


Next Summer 


There was trouble with the water 


pipes on Franklin and Jackson streets 
yesterday, and a hydrant at Blackin- 
ton burst on account of freezing. An 
'effort was made to' thaw out the 
Franklin street pipe with electricity, a 
distance of about 500 feet, but for the 
first time S'ince it has been tried, the 
method failed. This was on account of 
the distance, the greatest 
distance 


tried before being about 200 feet. A 
connection will be made with the pipe 
half way between the ends, and then 
It is thought electricity will do the 
work. 


The freezing and bursting of water 


pipes is proving an expensive as well 
as inconvenient matter, and if it keeps 
on, the water department's appropria- 
tion will be pretty well eaten into by 
the time summer comes. It is costing 
tbe department heavily, and as a 
minor item, showing the unusual ex- 
pense, the city paid $29 for woc-d dtfring 
the last month, which _was used in 
thawing the ground so that the pipes 
c'ould be reached .

TWO MEN INJURED. 


Wreck In the Railroad Yard Yesterday 


Morning. 


.The Sunday) morning paper train. Irom 
Boston, No. 151. which arrives here 
about 7 o,'clock, met with an accident in 
£he railroad yard yesterday morntag 
iwbioh. resulted in. considerable damage 
to'property and serious injury to one 
inan and slight injury; to another. The 
injured were J, 3. Jones, a spare conU 
cluctor, of Fitchbtfrg, and John W. Flan 
ders, a brakeman, also of E'itchburt:. 
She latter was the more seriously hurt. 
tt*he accident happened while the en- 
gine was making a "flyinlg" switch, this 
town being the terminus to run. The e«! 
gine gave the cars a start and then ran 
ord'ahea-d to take one switch, while the 
cars were thrown on another and bv 
some mistake the engine was thrown on 
.the sidetrack upon which the cabooses 
stand when nbt in use. The engineer, 
Charles E. Brown, was unable to stop 
his engine before it crashed into the 
line of cabooses and it hit them with 
considerble force. Caboose No. 1475, an 
old car, was struck by the engine and 
nearly demolished. The three cabooses 
next in order were given a very severe 
jar and the windows were broken, and 
they .were otherwise damaged. They 
iwere Nos. 4917, 114 and 109. The engine 
No. 902t was niot damaged. The injured 
men were eating their breakfast in one 
of the ears at the time and they were 
thrown violently against the sides osf 
the car. Conductor Jones escaped with 
a few severe bruises^ but Brakeman 
Flanders was less fortunate an!d was 
more seriously injured. One rib was 
broken and he was hurt about the back 
and hips. He was removed to the v,ard 
office where he was was attended by J. 
B. Hull and was taken to his home in 
Fitchburg on the afternoon! train, No. 
2. The car which was the most damaged 
•was taken to the "cripple" track in the 
yard, while workmen repaired the other 
cars upon the caboose track.

ple who have summer residences here. 
This i" certain from the fact that al- 
ready protests hive been received from 
several summsr people against the pro- 
posed new line as a result of the an- 
nouncement that the board of trade had 
written the Pittsfield companfy asking 
it to consider a route to Williamstown. 
The protests were received by a prom- 
inent professional man and in case any 
thing develops from the letter cf the 
committee to the electric companly the 
protests will be brought forward. 


The reason for the objection of these 


peopje is that the building of a line be- 
tween this town and Pittsfield, if the 
roadway be followed, would destroy o..ie 
of the prettiest drives that Berkshire 
county affords. It is about the only 
drive these people maintain) that is 
MOW free from the locomotive and trol- 
ley line, and the institution "of an elec- 
tric road would leave the town without 
a drive where the people can feel that 
they are perfectly safe. The road is 
very narrow the greater parfof the dis- 
tance and iroptestera believe that the 
road would be made dangerous. 


There was much interest in this ao- 
pointment at WilliamstowrJ, because 
the young man is vei y well known here.

POLES MAY RISE AGAIN. 


Wr«m»vr Said io Be a Volcano Which 


May Durst Out Any Time. 


The Berliner Correspoudeuz. which, 


after a series of articles showing that 
an uprising in German Poland was in- 
evitable this spring, suddenly became- 
silent, has again renewed its attacks, 
this time dealing with statistics. In 
the meantime the police have been 
making elaborate Investigations, par- 
ticularly iii tbe province of West Prus- 
sia, and, although many arrests have 
been made, many books and papers in 
the Polish language have been confis- 
cated. Tho Corre&ponclenz is astonish- 
ed that the authorities iii Russian Po- 
land have not heeded their warning, 
for, 
according to this organ, Warsaw 


is nurturing a volcano which at any 
moment may set all central Europe 
aflame. The local court of Strassburg, 
in West Prussia, has ordered the con- 
fiscation of a photograph of which the 
following is part of the official descrip- 
tion : 


"The picture represents Christ sit- 


ting under the cross and lovingly con- 
soling a woman dressed in black and 
laden with chains, who is kneeling be- 
fore him. The flags lying beside the 
figure of Christ contain the dates of 
the three partitions of Poland, 1772, 
1793 and 1795. The dates 1794, 1830, 
1848 and 1803, which are inscribed in 
large figures edged with white on the 
border of tbe woman's skirt, refer to 
the four great Polish rebellions. The 
date May Z, 1791, is that of a promul- 
gation of the Polish constitution, etc. 
The legend, in Polish, 'The moment of 
redemption is not yet come,' also fig- 
ures in the picture." 


According to the most recent anti- 


Polish article in the Correspondenz, 
Poles have not only increased in num- 
bers in the eastern provinces of Prus- 
sia, which once formed part of the 
Polish kingdom, but have established 
large Polish colonies in Silesia and in 
the west of Prussia. It declares that 
between 1890 and 1898 the 
Polish 


speaking population of Westphalia in- 
creased from 27,000 to 150,000, that of 
the Rhine provinces from 6,000 to 23,- 
000 and that of Silesia from 994,000 to 
1,023,000. 
The census" of 1890 gave 


3.000,000 as the number of Prussian 
subjects who spoke Polish as their na- 
tive language, while the recent census 
will probably show a great increase 
over this number. On the other baud, 
the paper points out that the German 
colonies in the Polish districts have 
gradually declined in strength and en- 
ergy and that in many towns the ad- 
ministration of affairs is entirely in the 
hands of the Poles, who are thus able 
to devote the local fuuds to defraying 
the expense of teaching the Polish lan- 
guage in schools, which, designated as 
"private," are in reality supported by 
the community. The paper places the 
number of Polish.Nationalists at over 
100,000, while the Nationalist societies 
have increased in the last ten years 
from 300 to 994.

In this case, however, it may be taken that 
ths accumulated energy Which had been 
growing up for centuries found its last ex- j 
pression during tha role of the later em- 
perors and that Borne developed rather in 
spite of them than because of thoin. 


Wo hnve another striking example in 


Russia under Ivan the Terrible, who WHS 
undoubtedly tho most unmitigated savage 
that ever occupied :i European throrsq^ 
X et under fawn Russia developed in overj 
way as she fead never developed before. I* 
fact, it is Hot too much to say that Ivan 
the TerrSblo made possible tho work of 
Peter the Great. 


The last century of the French mon- 


archy saw its throne occupied by men of 
email ability and generally considerable 
vices, whose alleged greatness — as, for in- 
etance, Louis XIV — was due to their min- 
isters and not to themselves. Yet during 
thi» period Franca undoubtedly became 
the most powerful of the continental na- 
tions. 


In English history we have a striking 


example in the reign of the infamous 
Charles II, the greatest scoundrel who 
ever sat on the English throne. In his 
reign the valne of the mercantile marine 
doubled, th« excise revenue nearly trebled. 
and, perhaps most eloquent proof of all, 
land round ths great cities more than 
trebled in value. 
So, too, with the first 


four Georges. They were all weak and i 
most vicious, and yet it was during the 
period covered by their reigns tho British 
nation took its final form and laid tho 
foundation of all its t ubsequent triumphs.

Verse* of the Bible Klsxed by Dif- 


ferent Preftidcnts. 


"It has been customary at inaugura- 


tions," says the Washington 
corre- 


spondent of the Chicago Record, "for 
the president or some friend to select 
the chapter at which he shall press 
his lips, passages that are particularly 
appropriate being chosen. 
That se-' 


lected by Mr. McKinley to kiss when 
he took the inaugural oath in 1897 was 
unusually appropriate. It read: 


" 'Give me new wisdom and knowl- 


edge, that I may go out and come in 
before this people, for who can judge 
this, thy people, that is so great.' 


"President McKinley not only se- 


lected this passage from 
the holy 


Scriptures because of its remarkable 
appropriateness, but in his inaugural 
address twice, at the beginning and 
the end, acknowledged divine sover- 
eignty and invoked the guidance of 
Omnipotent power. 


"The verse that General Grant kiss- 


ed was equally appropriate and is 
found in the eleventh 
chapter of 


Isaiah, as follows: 


" 'And the spirit of the Lord shall 


rest upon him, the spirit of wisdom 
and understanding, the spirit of coun- 
sel and might, the spirit of knowledge 
and the fear of the Lord. And shall 
make him of quick understanding in 
the fear of the Lord, and he shall not 
judge after the sight of his eyes nor 
reprove after the hearing of his ears.' 


"The verse that President Hayes 


kissed was accidental and proved to 
be prophetic: 


" 'His ensmies encompassed him like 


bees, but he would not destroy them.' 


"President Arthur and 
President 


Cleveland did not make any selection, 
and the passages they kissed ore un- 
known. Mr. Cleveland took the oath 
at both inaugurations upon a little red 
Bible which was given him by his 
mother when he was a boy."

! rules as he may deem necessary and to 


place on probation any student who 
fails to meet their reouirements. If a 
student does not comply with the con- 
ditions of the probation, the deanl mav 
dismiss him from college; but any stu- 
dent thus dismissed has the right of 
an appeal through the dean to the fac- 
ulty."

entire administrative government of 
the college, "not inconsistent -with" (20) 
the trustees laws; and that the faculty 
in turn have committe5 to the dean the 
enforcement by probation and dismissal 
of the forgoing regulations of the fac- 
ulty and, of such other "rules" as he 
may deem necessary.
